NADIR won the Garden State Stakes as a 2-year-old beating 
the best of his division in relatively easy fashion ... and 
he did this while he was still racing “green”. At the end 
of the year he was voted as the “one most likely to succeed” 
as a 3-year-old. 


His big opponent appeared from a most unexpected quarter. 
He had a severe attack of intestinal virus which was bad 
enough but a reaction to the antibiotics nearly put the horse 
down permanently. Six months later he recovered sufficiently 
to win the Select Handicap at Monmouth. A tremendous 
run after a poor start in the Arlington Classic failed by a 
length of getting first money.

The American Derby was an easy triumph. He led all the 
way, won by over three lengths. 

He then started a series of races against older horses, which 
demonstrated that he was the best 3-year-old in training. 
Older Clem, getting four actual pounds, ran a mile in 1:34 to 
beat Nadir in the Washington Park Handicap. Older and 
lighter-weighted Eddie Schmidt caught him at the finish of 
the Nassau County at Belmont after Nadir had beaten Re- 
neged in the stretch. 

Nadir’s racing career ended in May this year in the Metro- 
politan Handicap. In the winter he had tackled Bardstown 
in the Widener. He was injured in the race though he fin- 
ished just a length off the winner. He was never again the 
same though he did manage to win another $50,000 to bring 
his total earnings to $434,316.

Horses, Cheese, and Whisky 


From the Irish Export Board: 

“Irish Thoroughbred horses, which for 
so long have been one of Ireland’s best 
dollar earners, set a new record for them- 
selves by bringing in a total of $1,268,400 
[in the fiscal year which ended March 31]. 
The tremendous success of Irish Thor- 
oughbred racing stock on American 
courses in the past several years, as dem- 
onstrated by such outstanding performers 
as Windy City, Turn-to, Gallant Man, 
Noor, and Cavan, to mention but a few, 
must inevitably have had a direct bearing 
on this new high in sales of Irish Thor- 
oughbreds to the U. S.” 

We found it rather interesting to note, 
too, that during this same fiscal year 
Ireland exported to the U. S. $28,000 
worth of cheese, $27,440 worth of biscuits, 
and $81,200 worth of bacon and hams. 
Also that Irish whisky showed a 12 per 
cent increase to nearly $750,000. 


Where the Money Went 


Nearly $5,000,000 has been spent on 
improvements at Pimlico since 1953, ex- 
ecutive director Louis Pondfield said last 
week. The most recent addition, a new 
4-story club house, with an indoor pad- 
dock, administrative offices, modern 
jockeys quarters, and a 350-seat dining 
room, is scheduled for completion for 
Pimlico’s fall meeting opening Monday. 
November 14. 


The new club house will be completed 


at a cost of some $1,500,000. On top of 
this the track is paving the stable area 
and doing over the kitchen, at a cost of 
about $160.000. 

Largest single expenditure at Pimlico 
under the present management was 
$1.800,000 for a new steel, concrete and 
glass grandstand, in 1954. In 1959, another 
$750,000 was put into this building to 
enclose it in glass on 3 sides and to in- 
stall a 100-unit heating system. 

Other improvements: A turf course 
added in 1954 at a cost of $25,000, stable- 
area repairs in 1955 costing $80,000, erec- 
tion of mutuels, catering, and sanitary 
facilities for patrons in the infield area 
at a cost of $50,000 in 1959, and paving 
23 acres of additional parking space for 
$35,000 in 1959. 


Promotions 


The Churchill Downs management has 
named racing secretary Allan W. Lavin 
as director of racing. Said president 
Wathen Knebelkamp: “As director of 
racing, Lavin will continue as racing sec- 
retary and handicapper, and will have the 
added duties of assigning stalls for our 
race meetings, and jurisdiction in all 
other matters pertaining to the Churchill 
Downs racing department.” 


And at Aqueduct it was announced that 
director of publicity Pat O’Brien had been 
named assistant racing secretary to 


Tommy Trotter. Pat, as readers of The 
Blood-Horse know, has written for the 
magazine for a number of years.

“It Is Important ...that We Stand Fast” 


Having been closely identified for many 
years with rules prohibiting the use of 
drugs, stimulants, and depressants, I view 
the use of Butazolidin with great concern. 
The widespread controversy over the use 
of this drug is, to say the least, yn- 
fortunate. 

The permissive use of Butazolidin vio- 
lates the very concept of the corrupt- 
practices rule dealing with the adminis- 
tration of drugs. The reason for promul- 
gating these prohibitive rules in 1934 was 
to protect the public against manipulating 
horses to run hot or cold. There is nothing 
in the rules prohibiting an owner or train- 
er from administering to a horse any medi- 
cation he may desire. The rules do pro- 
hibit the use of such medication before a 
race which could affect the running con- 
dition of the horse. As Commissioner 
Miller of Illinois so aptly stated in his 
proposal of July 7, “Whether a horse needs 
or should be given an analgesic drug, such 
as phenylbutazone, is a scientific or vet- 
erinary decision and should be made by 
a veterinarian. However, the decision as 
to whether a horse which has been given 
this drug should be permitted to race is 
a racing decision.” 

Technical discussions concerning Buta- 
zolidin, the professional compentency of 
governing bodies, or whether a commis- 
sioner is an “ice cream freezer manufac- 
turer by profession” are not germane to 
the issue. The basic issue is clear and 
simple: Shall we keep intact and maintain 
the rule prohibiting the use of drugs 
which affect the running condition of 
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the horse in a race, or abandon the rule 
by the permissive use of any drug? 

For many years racing commissions 
have properly striven, through the NASRC, 
for uniformity in the basic rules of racing. 
The desirability to achieve such uniform- 
ity is obvious. In line with this philosophy 
and because of the hue and cry which 
had been raised over the permissive use 
of Butazolidin, the NASRC at its conven- 
tion in Mexico City last March had this 
question before it as a main issue. Much 
time was devoted in the discussion of this 
drug, and numerous proponents for its 
use stated their position at length. After 
deliberate consideration the 24 commis- 
sions present voted unanimously against 
the permissive use of Butazolidin, includ- 
ing Illinois and Kertucky. The decision to 
retain intact the corrupt-practices rule 
prohibiting the use of drugs was not made 
“blithely; on the contrary, it was an im- 
portant decision seriously resolved. 

At the NASRC convention in Miami in 
1958 the Uniform Rules Committee recom- 
mended that the 48-hour rule be aban- 
doned. This recommendation was defeated 
at that time by a vote of 15 to 3, with 2 
states passing. The published proceedings 
of that convention state that “opposition 
(to abandon the 48-hour rule) stemmed 
from members of the Illegal Practices 
Committee, Mr. Gushen of the HBPA, and 
Mr. Miller of Illinois—bringing out the 
point that the rule not only protected the 
trainer but also the public to assure that 


a healthy animal was going to the post.” 

It is difficult to reconcile the permis- 
sive use of a drug like Butazolidin with a 
48-hour rule which prohibits the admin- 
istration of any drugs, chemical or medi- 
cine, hypodermically, orally or in any 
other way to a horse within 48 hours be- 
fore a race in which he is entered to run. 
The Illinois Racing Board operates under 
the 48-hour rule. 

If Thoroughbred racing is to be con- 
ducted and supervised by rules, the 
making of those rules must remain the re- 
sponsibility of racing commissions. If the 
authority and responsibility concerning 
regulations covering the use of drugs is 
to be delegated to practicing veterinarians, 
then there is no reason to have a governing 
rule. Again I agree with my good friend 
Bill Miller when, in recommending the 
permissive use of Butazolidin, he states 
in his July 7 proposal, “It is recognized 
that this procedure would place a grave 
responsibility on the shoulders of the 
practicing veterinarian. For instance, the 
giving or not giving of a drug like Buta- 
zolidin might permit a horse to run hot 
or cold, as the saying goes.” This brings 
us back to the basic issue, whether the 
rules of racing should permit the use of 
any drug which can affect the running 
condition of a horse in a race. 

I am sure we all agree that racing 
enjoys a high degree of public confidence. 
This is reflected by the fact that racing 
has experienced great growth over the 
past decade, while most other sports have

Attantic City. When T. V. Lark left 
Baltimore after the Preakness. it would 
have been difficult to put him in the 
first 10 among his contemporaries. and 
a suggestion that in less than 4 months 
he would be able to beat not only his 3- 
year-old tormentors but older horses of 
the stature of Sword Dancer would have 
been put down as sheer madness. 

Even his charming owner, Chase R. 
McCoy, had appeared to be under no de- 
lusions about the colt that day in Balti- 
more. “We’re going back now to Cali- 
fornia, where the tracks are faster and 
the horses are slower,” he said, and trainer 
Paul K. Parker, standing nearby. nodded 
in assent. 

Although no one guessed it then, McCoy 
and Parker were not deprecating the value 
of their horse; they simply were being 
good losers. They knew T. V. Lark was 
infinitely better than he had shown in 
the Preakness. and some day he would let 
them prove it. 

The colt went home, but even there he 
was no ball of fire. He won the Argonaut 
Handicap right off, but New Policy beat 
him by 8 lengths in the Cinema Handicap,

and Tempestuous trimmed him by 2 
lengths in the Hollywood Derby. In mid- 
July, about 2 months after his humiliating 
last-place finish in the Preakness, T. V. 
Lark was back in Chicago, scene of his 
upset triumph in last year’s Arlington Fu- 
turity, now audaciously pointing for the 
Arlington Classic. 

The story of T. V. Lark’s sparkling re- 
juvenation in Chicago is too recent to 
require amplification. It is part of the 
record that he won 5 straight races there. 
beginning with the Classic and concluding 
with a victory over older horses in the 
one-mile Washington Park Handicap. 


Which meant that he was a good Chi- 
cago horse. But not that alone, at least not 
in the eyes of McCoy and Parker. whose 
apple-pie-in-the-sky hopes went well be- 
yond Chicago to Atlantic City’s invitation- 
al United Nations Handicap, which was 
shaping up as one of the finest contests 
of the year. McCoy had made up his mind 
to accept. if he were asked, and of course 
he was. 


Cuase R. McCoy, Trainer Paut Parker, T. V. Lark, witH JoHN SELLERS UP. 
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Racing secretary James P. Ross Jr. had 
weighted 90 horses for the U. N., and 
invitations were extended the top 12. When 
only 5 of these accepted, invitations were 
sent to others, in the order in which they 
had been weighted. until a tenative field 
of 12 was assembled. Of those which 
started, Sword Dancer had top weight of 
127 pounds, Intentionally was next in line 
with 124 pounds, and Dotted Swiss, First 
Landing. and *Stratus each had 123 
pounds. Bally Ache and T. V. Lark, the 
only 3-year-olds in the field, had 122 and 
120, respectively, Quiz Star had 119, the 
filly Royal Native had 118, and General 
Arthur had 117. There were 2 withdrawals. 


T. V. Lark’s work was cut out for him, 
and for most of the week before the U. N.. 
his trainer fretted, first about the condi- 
tion of the track, which had been thor- 
oughly drenched by Hurricane Donna, 
then on the strength of the horses his colt 
was expected to face. The fact that all 
of the U. N. horses were stabled in the 
“Stake Barn” did nothing to build Park- 
er’s confidence. Only T. V. Lark could 
do that. 


Saturday morning was overcast, and the 
chief concern of horsemen was whether 
it would rain. The track, meanwhile, had 
dried to where it couldn’t be cupped with 
your heel, and Parker, for one, hoped it 
stayed that way. First Landing’s J. H. 
(Casey) Hayes and Sword Dancer’s J. 
Elliott Burch, would have liked it a little 
softer. Pete Gacicia shrugged his shoulders 
and noted that Royal Native had run a 
splendid race on a soft track the previous 
Saturday, being beaten only a half-length 
by Bally Ache. It had been the filly’s 
first race in nearly a month, and _ she 
had been short for it, Gacicia said. 


Gacicia thought Royal Native might be 
at a small disadvantage without her regu- 
lar rider, William Hartack, who had 
thrown her over in favor of Harry Isaacs’ 
Intentionally. “But I wouldn’t want him 
to ride her. knowing he’d rather be on 
something else.” Gacicia said. 

Hartack, booking his own mounts these 
days. had chosen a miler in a 1,;%;-mile 
race because of the old saw that a horse 
will run farther on the grass then he will 
on the dirt. 

At the Stake Barn, at the track kitchen, 
or in the racing secretary’s office, interest 
in the U. N. was sustained at a high pitch, 
and if one spoke with 10 persons about 
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xteenth-pole, and won the United

the race he got 10 different winners. It 
was that kind of race to figure. 


The race track was turned out in its 
best for the U. N., and it is hard to see 
how it could have looked nicer. The gar- 
dens were lovely, the grass was _ thick 
and neatly cropped, and the flags of 
several nations (Russia was conspicu- 
lously absent) were clean and fresh. A 
white-jacketed band did its best to lighten 
the time between races, and at one point 
early on the program a group of 30 or 
40 marchers, elaborately topped with 
bright-green penaches, materialized near 
the club house turn and made more music 
up and down in front of the grandstand. 
A television crew spent most of the after- 
noon before the feature practicing on a 
group of 6 models who twirled and swirled 
and exposed their costumes in the winner’s 
circle. 

The 10 runners were mannerly and 
beautifully turned out. Intentionally. 
heavy through the body and not nearly as 
rangy as his opponents. was in bandages, 
as usual. *Stratus’ ankles had been paint- 
ed. and Royal Native and Dotted Swiss 
had firing marks about their ankles. as 
did both of T. V. Lark’s shins. The other 
runners were clean. 

Bally Ache, though he was encounter- 
ing older horses for the first time in stakes 
and only recently had recovered from a 
wrenched ankle that had put him on the 
sidelines the day before the Belmont 
Stakes. was favored by the players at 9 
to 5. Sword Dancer. unplaced to One-Eyed 
King in the Arlington Handicap. his only 
previous start on the grass. was second 
choice at nearly 414 to 1. T. V. Lark, 
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with no previous grass form, was sent 
away at 83 to 10. 

From the moment the gate was sprung. 
the performers played the parts expected 
of them, Bally Ache plunging into the 
lead. Intentionally hustling to engage him, 
T. V. Lark and Sword Dancer waiting far 
off the pace, for the moment forgotten. 

Bally Ache, under a mild restraint, led 
by a narrow margin the first time through 
the stretch, but at the first turn Intention- 
ally came abreast of him and _ rather 
quickly opened a 2-length lead. This, of 
course, would not do, and as the horses 
swung into the backstretch Bally Ache 
again tried to gain the initiative. He 
quickly overtook the leader, and began to 
nose ahead. Intentionally hung on de- 
terminedly, but now he faced attack from 
another quarter, in the form of Quiz Star. 
T. V. Lark and Sword Dancer still lagged. 


As the field went into the far turn, it 
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was Bally Ache by a length over Intention- 
ally, with Quiz Star moving very strongly 
2 lengths farther back. T. V. Lark was 
beginning to stir, and Sword Dancer, too, 
was picking up winded horses. Bally Ache 
still led into the stretch, by a head over 
Quiz Star, but now it was obvious that he 
would not be able to hold on. 


In the swing into the straightaway, 
Johnny Selers had wisely guided T. V. 
Lark to the outside, so that when he set 
him down for the drive there was a min- 
imum of interference from tiring horses. 
Eddie Arcaro, on the other hand, had 
chosen to save all the ground he could 
on the rail, and it was this maneuver which 
quite possibly could have cost him the 
race. While T. V. Lark gobbled up the 
ground which separated him from the 
leaders. Sword Dancer was forced to 
wait patiently until a way could be made 
for him. 


At the eighth-pole, Sellers gave T. V. 
Lark 2 smart cracks with the whip—the 
only times he struck him in the race—and 
at the sixteenth-pole T. V. Lark went 
ahead. Sword Dancer was now free, but 
it was too late. T. V. Lark sailed across 
the finish in front by a length and a 
quarter. Sword Dancer took second from 
Bally Ache by the same margin. General 
Arthur, *Stratus. Dotted Swiss, Quiz Star, 
Intentionally. First Landing, and Royal 
Native finished in that ordcr behind the 
placed horses. 


Bally Ache was an extremely tired 
horse after the race, and trainer H. J. Pitt 
said, “He was short — naturally.” After 
another moment’s consideration, he asked, 
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Stakes. 


“Well, now what do you think of this 
crop of 3-year-olds?” 


_. The race was not without its casualties. 
The longer First Landing walked the 
more he favored his left fore leg, and an 
examination revealed that he had rapped 
the suspensory ligaments. The next day 
Hayes said that he and owner Christopher 
T. Chenery had decided to withhold a 
decision on the colt’s future for at least 
a month. 


Since this had been First Landing’s first 
race over the grass, Hayes was not bitter 
about the colt’s rather poor showing. 
He had been reasonably close to the pace 

“for nearly a mile, then had flattened out, 
possibly after striking himself. 

Royal Native, too, seemed to be in 
some discomfort, but in her case it was 
typical of her post-race behavior. As she 
walked under the shed, she threw her 

“right foot far to the side, handling it 
quite gingerly. She had not walked that 
way before the race. 

Gacicia, though he properly was dis- 
turbed, indicated that he had grown re- 
signed to her appearance of lameness. 
“IT like to drove Dr. Wright crazy, taking 
X-rays all the time, but none of them 
showed that there was anything wrong 
with her,” he said. “I think maybe she 
has a little bursitis. There’s not much 
meat on her withers, and after she’s had 
the tack up for a while, she seems to get 
sore, walks funny.” 

As for Royal Native’s race, she had 
run with First Landing to about the three- 
eighths-pole, and after Bill Harmatz saw 
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Leading all the way, Little Tumbler beat the colts by 3 lengths in the Futurity 
Her time, 1:16%, cut one-fifth of a second from the track record. 


that he had no chance he had asked very 
little of her thereafter. 


Sword Dancer had a couple of nicks on 
one ankle, but they were not serious 
enough to greatly worry his trainer, who 
decided nevertheless the he would not 
ask the colt to run back in Saturday’s 
Woodward Stakes, at Aqueduct. 


Sword Dancer probably would race the 
rest of the year only on the grass, Burch 
said. For one reason, he hoped to be 
able to run the colt in the Washington, 
D. C., International; for another, it 
seemed rather fruitless to continue any 
further encounters with Bald Eagle— 
unless, of course, Bald Eagle’s manage- 
ment coveted a second International. 

“We were better than he was last 
year,” Burch said. “But he seems to be 
better than we are this year ... And 
didn’t our little horse run a fine race 
today? Yes, he might have had a little 
bad luck —it was the other horse that 
beat us, though — but I think we’d have 
had him if it had been a mile and a 
quarter.” 

The personable young trainer delayed 
his departure from the stable area in 
order to congratulate Chase McCoy. But

Little Tumbler, winner of Saturday’s 
Futurity Stakes at Aqueduct, early this 
week was sold by Meadowbrook Stable to 
Bruno Ferrari, of Pennsylvania. The price 
was said to be $175,000 in cash, plus one- 
fourth of her earnings the rest of this year, 
with a minimum guarantee of $25,000. 


T. V. Lark’s owner, probably delayed by 
friends and the Atlantic City manage- 
ment, did not arrive in time. 

It was no use trying to talk with Paul 
Parker, T. V. Lark’s groom until William 
Molter’s death this spring. Parker rushed 
into the barn and headed without stopping 
to a tack room, where he flung off his 
suit, drew on some working clothes, and 
quickly reappeared, snatching T. V. Lark’s 
bridle and beginning the long cooling- 
out routine. Where he had been jovial 
and easy-going after the Preakness, he 
now was dead-serious, unsmiling. 

Wasn't he glad now that he had run the 
colt in the U. N.? 

“If the race had been run 2 days ago 
(when the course was soft), we wouldn’t 
have been in it,” he said, disappearing 
around a corner. 

Johnny Sellers arrived, dapper and 
smiling, with a flower conspicuous in his 
buttonhole. With him were 2 companions. 

“T’ll_ tell you what’s made this horse 
different,” one of Sellers’ friends said. 
“It’s Johnny Sellers. When did T. V. Lark 
start winning? After Sellers got him. He’s 
had him the last 5 races, and hasn’t lost 
yet.” 

The youthful Sellers disclaimed any 
credit for T. V. Lark’s sudden transforma- 
tion. Instead, he drew from an inside 
pocket a copy of the day’s program, 
thumbed to a page on which was printed 
a picture of the colt. 

“There’s your answer,” Sellers said. 
“Does this look like the same horse?” 

But it was not a good reproduction. 

“No, that’s not it,” Sellers said. “He 
has grown up, even since I first started 
riding him. He looks better. I think 
he’s ‘horse of the year.’ ”

Beauty's the Thing 


Miami. In an almost casual manner 
young Gene Mori Jr.. Hialeah Park’s 
executive vice president and_ treasurer, 
has undertaken the task of entirely ren- 
novating the vast paddock area before the 
track opens on January 17. 

When we visited Hialeah early this 
month we were startled to find the back 
area dug up from one end to the other. 
Unlike most large improvement programs, 
this refurbishment had not been heralded 
in glowing terms in the newspapers. For 
some reason, it had been a virtual secret. 

Mori, a man with a strong aesthetic 
sense, conceived of the following changes: 

The grand old tote board, behind the 
club house, has been demolished. It had 
stood for 29 years. but Mori considered it 
an “eyesore.” 

Instead of one huge expanse of grass. 
the area now is set off with grass “islands,” 
bordered by cement with a series of paved 
walking strips all around them. 
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The walking ring, which had been laid 
out north and south, now runs east and 
west and will be 10 feet longer and 10 
feet wider. 


The club house paddock area will be 
tripled in size. 

A Parisian-type sidewalk cafe is being 
built near the grandstand entrance. 

Aviaries are being built alongside the 
cafe to house a shipment of rare birds 
which will be flown in from Africa, South 
and Central America. 

Eighty-five palm trees have been relo- 
cated. and more were added. 

“It’s quite a change.” Mori said, “but 
we think it will be even more beautiful. 
At lease we hope so. 

“We've been very careful to retain as 
much of the tradition of the area as 
possible—the grass and palms. 

“In the past this area looked beautiful 
—on opening day. But after 2 or 3 days 
it looked like a carnival midway. The 
grass just didn’t hold up. Now, with the 
grass set off in islands, people won't 
be walking on it nearly so much. We've 
given them places to walk without having 
to tramp over the grass.” 

Some patrons will have misgivings about 
the loss of the huge tote board, but Mori 
has none. 

“It was much too big and too ugly,” he 
said. “It looked like a broken-down chick- 
en coop. It will be replaced, in pretty 
much the same location, with a board 
half the size. We probably will put in a 
second one at the other end of the area. 

“The new ones won't show the place 
and show pools, but that information is 
available on the infield board.” 

Mori was especially enthusiastic about 
the sidewalk cafe. 

“It will be very gay and colorful, with 
a wonderful view. The fans will be able 
to see the barn area, the paddock, the 
walking ring. the birds, and the flamingo 
fountain. 

“We plan to have buffet service so the 
people can get away from the expense of 
tipping. 

“The cafe will have an enclosed room, 
too, for use in bad weather. An Accord- 
ionist? Not a bad idea.” 

If the cafe is successful, Mori plans to 
build another in the club house section 
next year. Another club house addition, 
tentatively planned for 1962, is a_ pool 
topped by a statue of Calumet’s great 
Citation. 

“We debated between Citation and 
Nashua, trying to decide which was the 
greatest horse ever to run at Hialeah. It 
still may be debatable. but we're going 
with Citation.” 

The present project probably represents 
the last major improvement at Hialeah for 
some time to come. 

“There’s not much left after this year,” 
Mori said. “This is the final job. Unless 
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This view of the walking ring at Hialeah Park was taken from the club house. 
The ring will be enlarged, a sidewalk cafe constructed at the far side. 


there is a big increase in attendance and 
handle in the next few years our present 
facilities are sufficient. 

“We easily can handle crowds of 25,000. 
We even managed all right the day we had 
42,000 to watch Nashua.” 

When did Mori expect the paddock 
job to be completed? 


He grinned. “Probably on January 16.”

Arab Road Developing 


Cuicaco. Milton Rieser, of Louisville, 
has been training horses for 45 of his 71 
years, and his 37-year-old son Stan has 
been doing the same since 1946, except 
for a brief interlude as a jockey’s agent. 
Stan, a thorough horseman, has enjoyed 
good success this season with a couple of 
2-year-old colts: Iron Rail, owned by Don 
Ford and John Kelty, of Louisville, and 
Arab Road, owned by Mrs. Henry J. 
Damm, of Indianapolis. 

Iron Rail was the more precocious of 
the 2, and had won several stakes before 
the home-bred Arab Road took his first. 
the To Market Stakes at Hawthorne last 
week. Arab Road is by Hasty Road out 
of the Burg-El-Arab mare Arab Actress. 
which won the Arlington Matron and 
other good races for Mrs. Damm. 

“Even when the other colt (Iron Rail) 
was winning all those races last spring. I 
still thought that Arab Road was _poten- 


tially as good as him,” Rieser said. “Iron 
Rail had set a world record for 414 fur- 
longs at Gulfstream Park—don’t remember 
the time—but even so, Arab Road better 
than held his own in works. I worked 
them together quite often. 

“Arab Road won't train much by him- 
self. ’'ve got to work him with somebody. 
If he’s alone he’s apt to pull himself up. 
And when he works with somebody, he’ll 
get the lead and then wait for the other 
horse to get to him. That’s the way it is 
in the races, too. The boy (Johnny Sel- 
lers) said when he got the lead in the 
To Market he wanted to pull himself up, 
and he had to hustle him pretty good.” 

Arab Road is of medium size. “He’s not 
as big as Iron Rail,” Rieser said. “He’s 
a little on the studdish side, and you have 
to be careful he doesn’t nip you. He sleeps 
quite a bit during the day, much more 
than the average horse. When I broke him 
in New Orleans he was the fastest horse 
out of the gate, but when I started running 
him, he couldn’t seem to get out of the 
gate, especially when we came to Chicago 
in late spring. Then I put blinkers on him 
in a race at Arlington Park in the middle 
of July. Hartack rede him, and for the first 
time he really busted out of the gate, held 
the lead for about half a mile, and then - 
just got beat by OK Chief.” 

The To Market was Arab Road’s 12th 
start. end fifth in a stakes. He had won a 
meiden race at Churchill Downs and a 
good allowance event at Arlington Park. 
He had been third in the Bashford Manor, 
unplaced in the Hyde Park Stakes and 
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Arlington Futurity. He had fourth money 
in a good race back of Crozier and others 
in the Washington Park Futurity. 

“He tried to bolt in the Washington 
Park Futurity,” Rieser said, “otherwise 
he'd of been right up there. He’s done that 
twice on me. He scared me before the 
‘To Market, too. Two days betore the stake 
the boy breezed him half a mile. and he 
had no zip at all. He did the first quarter 
ain :25 and the last in :28. pushing. and 
T didn’t think I'd run him. But I galloped 
him the day of the race, and he seemed all 
right, so I ran him.” 

Rieser hoped to run both Arab Road 
and Iron Rail in the 1;4-mile Hawthorne 
Juvenile Stakes. “Dad won that race with 
Cliff Lussky’s Federal Hill. and then he 
got beat a nose by Barbizon in the Gar- 
den State.” 


The first stakes winner that Rieser 
trained, incidentally, was a half-sister to 
Federal Hill named Casting. As a 2-year- 
old she won the Singing Tower Stakes at 
Gulfstream Park. 

“T got a 2-year-old filly named Kootenai 
that might be all right,” Rieser said. 
Owned by Mrs. Barbara Hunter. Kootenai 
was the favorite in the recent Durazna 
Stakes, but ran out. 

“She hit the inside fence. and then 
ducked out when the boy pulled up. She’s 
got a splint that’s been bothering her.” 

Rieser said Lussky has a yearling half- 
brother to Arab Road that will be broken 
shortly. “He’s by Crafty Admiral, who’s 
at Joe Metz’s farm, where the mare is, 
too.” 

Under the allowance conditions of the 
six-furlong To Market, Fourth Estate 
Stable’s Editorialist carried top weight of 
119 pounds, being penalized for winning 
a division of the Youthful Stakes at Ran- 
dall Park. Arab Road (113) was the 
2.20 to 1 choice. He prompted Break- 
away’s pace for 3 furlongs, and took the 
lead on the stretch turn. Editorialist, 
usually a front-runner, came from behind 


to challenge in mid-stretch. Arab Road 
drew away, however. for a 21-length de- 
cision, followed by Editorialist, the swiftly- 
closing Bass Clef.

seen a decline. This confidence has not 
been lightly gained. The determination of 
governing bodies to enact restrictive rules 
such as the corrupt-practices rule, together 
with the outstanding job done by the 
TRPB, have been the main contributing 
factors in gaining and maintaining this 
public confidence. On the theory of the 
greatest good for the greatest number we 
should be more concerned with public 
confidence and good will than with a few 
sore-legged horses. 

We will never reach perfection in our 
efforts to control the use of drugs, stim- 
ulants. and depressants. The fact that there 
are violations which go undetected is no 
argument for relinquishing or diluting the 
rules. We can do no more than work as 
effectively as we can with the tools at 
hand. In this instance. the only tools we 
have are the laboratory test, plus the in- 
vestigative work and policing by the 
TRPB. The saliva and urine tests must be 
strengthened through research in order 
that we may more effectively deal with 
those who would circumvent the spirit 
and letter of the rule. This is being done, 
and as time goes on we will be able to 
identify more of the drugs as they come 
on the market. 

It is not logical to presume that we 
can open the door to admit the use of 
one drug without arguments of equal force 
being advanced to permit the use of 
others. So it is important to the general 
welfare of racing that we stand fast and 
continue to prohibit the use of any ‘drug 
which can affect the running of a horse 
in a race.

Laurels for Hancock 


Arthur Boyd Hancock Jr.. master of 
Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky., will be the 
honor guest at the 29th annual testimonial 
dinner of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America, to be held at the Phoenix Hotel, 
Lexington, on Thursday, October 20. 

The Thoroughbred Club inaugurated its 
honor guest program in 1932, toasting 
Col. E. R. Bradley. Hancock’s late father 
was honored in 1944. 

A member of The Jockey Club, the 50- 
year-old Hancock is a director and vice 
president of Keeneland Association, di- 
rector and vice president of the Breeders’ 
Sales Company, president of the American 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association, vice 
president of the American Thoroughbred 
Owners’ Association, and member and past 
president of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America. 

Hancock has run the 2,.873-acre Clai- 
borne Farm since 1947, when his father 
first became ill. 

In 1959, for the second-successive year, 
Claiborne topped the nation’s breeders, 
its produce winning 147 races and earn- 
ing $1,322,595. It marked the fourth-con- 
secutive year Claiborne-breds had earned 
more than a million dollars. Only Louis 
B. Mayer, with 5, and Calumet Farm, with 
11, have had more million-dollar years as 
breeders. 

Claiborne’s leadership among the na- 
tion’s breeders last year was the result of 
earnings of only 44 mares owned by Han- 
cock. From these had come Round Table, 
Dunce, Bagdad, and Monarchy. If the 
horses foaled and raised at Claiborne for 
Hancock’s clients were added to the 
Claiborne totals, their earnings in 1959 
would exceed 4-million dollars, an all-time 
record. From 1956-1958, Claiborne-foaled 
horses earned $3-million or more in each 
of the 3 years. 

Four of the Claiborne stallions were 


among the top 10 in the 1959 general 
sire list—*Nasrullah, *Princequillo, Dou- 
ble Jay, and *Ambiorix. 

In 1957, Claiborne-foaled horses all but 
swept the boards when divisional cham- 
pions were crowned. Bold Ruler was 
named horse of the year, Dedicate, the 
best handicap horse, Nadir, the best two- 
year-old, Bayou. the best 3-year-old filly, 
Round Table the best grass horse, and 
Neji, the champion steeplechaser. 

The farm is now the home of 15 stal- 
lions, 280 broodmares, 180 weanlings, 60 
yearlings, and a small stable being fresh- 
ened for a return to the racing wars. 

As Whitney Tower pointed out in a 
recent article in Sports Illustrated, “. . . 
the farm’s modern supremacy in_ the 
tricky business of producing first-class 
race horses is the result of an enormously 
efficient joint venture. Hancock owns 
only a small number of horses on the 
farm. The rest are the property of such 
well-to-do clients as Harry F. Guggen- 
heim, Mrs. Henry Carnegie Phipps, Ogden 
Phipps, Howell Jackson, Christopher T. 
Chenery, Howard B. Keck and William 
H. Perry. Taken all together, the output 
of their immense bloodstock holdings has 
made Claiborne the natural successor to 
the late Louis B. Mayer and Calumet as 
the champion U. S. breeding establish- 
ment.” 

Hancock organized the syndicates which 
brought *Nasrullah, *Ambiorix, *Tulyar, 
and *Court Martial to stand at Claiborne. 
Other stallions at the Bourbon County 
establishment include Bold Ruler, Dark 
Star, Dedicate, Double Jay, Flying Fury, 
Hill Prince, Hillsdale, Nadir, Nantallah, 
Round Table, To Market, and *Turn-to. 

Hancock is a graduate of Princeton, 
class of 1933. He is married to the for- 
mer Waddell Walker of Nashville, and 
they have 2 sons and 2 daughters. 
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NEPTUNE was one of those rare horses to place high on 
year-end handicaps in two countries. In France he was given 
third highweight on the Handicap Optional at 2 and was 
given second highweight on England’s Free Handicap for 
2-year-olds. 


NEPTUNE set the French on their ears when he ran away 
from a good field to win at five furlongs at Longchamp .. . 
then came right back to be an easy 5-length winner in the 
first of the French “Juvenile Triple Crown” races — the Prix 
Robert Papin, In his next start he proved he had what it took 
to be a champion —he broke on top in the Prix Morny, 
stayed on top, withstood a tremendous challenge in the final 
drive to win. 


Because he was going to race in England at 3 he passed 
up the Grand Criterium in favor of England’s principal 
2-year-old race, the Middle Park Stakes. In this race he led 
up until the final strides when Major Portion — named 
England’s best — just caught him at the wire. 


NEPTUNE was bred to 25 mares in his first year 
at stud in France; has 21 reported foals. This season 
he covered 40 mares, incomplete reports indicate 
another high fertility report.

OBITUARY 


Henry S. Persse 


Henry Seymour (Atty) Persse, 91, a 
retired English owner and trainer, col- 
lapsed at his Ascot home on September 4 
and died the following day at Windsor 
Hospital. 

A native of Ireland. Mr. Persse rode 
steeplechasers there. and for a brief time 
in the U. S. In 1906 he began training 
runners on the flat, building an excellent 
reputation as a conditioner. He bought 
The Tetrarch from the Doncaster yearling 
sales in 1912, and later sold him to a 
cousin, Maj. Dermot McCalmont. Under 
Mr. Persse’s training The Tetrarch de- 
veloped into the best English 2-year-old of 
his year, and after the horse was retired 
to a successful career at stud, Mr. Persse 
trained many of the horse’s get, including 
the Two Thousand Guineas winner Tet- 
ratema, *The Satrap, Arch Gift, and Cor- 
ban. 

Among the other good runners Mr. 
Persse trained were the Two Thousand 
Guineas winners Sweeper II and Mister 
Jinks and the One Thousand Guineas win- 
ner Silver Win. He was the leading Eng- 
lish trainer in 1930, and retired at the 
end of 1953. 


Alfred E. Green 


Alfred E. Green, 68, a retired executive 
of the motion picture industry, died Sep- 
tember 4 in Los Angeles after a lingering 
illness. 

Mr. Green was president of the original 
group which planned the construction of 
Hollywood Park, and he was instrumental 
in interesting the late Harry and Jack 
Warner and Mervyn Leroy (the track’s 
present president) in the project. He was 
also active in the movement which result- 
ed in the legalization of pari-mutuel bet- 
ting in California. 

Mr. Green at one time owned the Green 
Diamond Ranch, later the Suzy Q Ranch, 
and campaigned a stable of horses during 
the early years of Hollywood Park. 

He is survived by his wife, and 3 sons, 
Marshall, Douglas and Hilton Green.

ENGLAND 
Praises for St. Paddy 


Lonpon. St. Paddy’s devastating win in 
the St. Leger Stakes (£30.378) on Sep- 
tember 10 silenced those who had written 
off Sir Victor Sassoon’s magnificent colt 
as a sub-standard Derby winner. 

Although St. Paddy beat John Me- 
Shain’s Irish-trained Die Hard by only 3 
lengths. the winner’s superiority over his 
rivals compared favorably with that of 
Alcide. 8-length winner in 1958, and 
Never-Say-Die. which won in 1954 by 12 
lengths. 

Sir Victor Sassoon, who had won 4 
Derbys. 2 One Thousand Guineas, a Two 
Thousand Guineas, and an Oaks, won the 
St. Leger for the first time in the 23 
years since Hot Night, his first runner 
in the race, finished second to Book Law. 

It can be argued that St. Paddy defeat- 
ed moderate opponents, but trainer Noel 
Murless rates the colt as being among the 
best he has ever had in his care. 

“His final gallop with the Doncaster 
Cup winner Exar, Primera, and 1 or 2 
older horses, showed me that he was some- 
thing out of the ordinary,” said Murless. 


He had not doubted that St. Paddy would 
stay the 184 miles and 132 yards at Don- 
caster. 

Murless must be given credit not only 
for St. Paddy’s condition but for his very 
existence. for it was he who persuaded 
Sir Victor to buy the Bois Roussel mare 
Edie Kelly on the death of her owner 
Hubert Hartigan. After being mated with 
Aureole, Edie Kelly was sent to Murless’ 
farm near Helmsley (Yorkshire), where 
she produced St. Paddy. 

The result of the St. Leger meant that 
for the third time in 4 years Murless had 
earned more than £100,000 for his 
patrons. 

To my mind. it was a pity that Chantilly 
trainer Alec Head decided against sending 
the Aga Khan’s Charlottesville to Don- 
caster, for I consider that even this colt, 
the outstanding 3-year-old in France, would 
have been hard put to cope with St. 
Paddy’s remorseless gallop over the last 
2 furlongs. 

There is a great chance, however, that 
Charlottesville and St. Paddy will meet 
in the King George VI and Queen Eliz- 
abeth Stakes at Ascot next July. This 
would be the highlight of the 1961 season,

John McShain’s Die Hard ran a great 
race to finish second. He had been sore 
after a race at Leopardstown 3 weeks be- 
fore the St. Leger, and was then infected 
by a warble fly. These setbacks meant 
that he was unable to be given a satisfac- 
tory pre-Leger preparation. Like St. 
Paddy. Die Hard will be kept in training 
through 1961, when I expect the Ascot 
Gold Cup to be his main objective. 

The biggest flop in the St. Leger was 
Marcel Boussac’s colt Anaram IT (Auriban 
—Estremida) which was never in touch 
with the leaders and finished last. There 
were no excuses for Anaram II, second 
favorite at 9 to 2. And to make it an 
even blacker day for Boussac, the aircraft 
which had brought him from Paris was 
grounded at Gatwick airport, 200 miles 
from Doncaster, because of fog. 

It is possible that Murless will add an- 
other mammoth stakes to his score on Oc- 
tober 9 when he will send Exar to run 
in the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe at 
Longchamp. 

Exar scored a bloodless victory over a 
solitary opponent in the Doncaster Cup 2 
days before the St. Leger, but he is prob- 
ably a better horse now than he was last 
year when he finished sixth, less than a 
length behind the winner Saint Crespin 
III, in the French classic. 


The Champagne Stakes (£5,102), run 
on the first day of 4 days at Doncaster, 
was won by a charming filly called Am- 
bergris, owned by Sir Percy Lorraine 
and trained by ex-jockey Harry Wragg. 

Ambergris. by Sicambre out of the 
Nearco mare Quarterdeck, has now won 4 
of her 5 races, and there seems little doubt 
that she will be England’s main hope of 
holding off a strong French and Irish 
challenge in next year’s One Thousand 
Guineas.

Thousand Guineas, and Blast, winner this 
year of the Queen Anne Stakes at Royal 
Ascot. 


Americans Abroad 


Two more American-owned horses won 
major races last week. 

Robin F. Scully’s filly Palatina (Pales- 
tine—Gainsborough Lady, by Donatello 
Il) won the Glasgow Paddocks Nursery 
Handicap at Doncaster on September 7, 
getting first money of £1,136. Palatina 
was bought from Barracks Farm at the 
Saratoga sales last year for $11,000, and 
sent to England last fall to trainer Fred 
Armstrong. She now has won 3 of her 6 
starts in England. 

Townsend B. Martin’s colt Travel Light 
(Royal Palm—Croix de Lorraine, by 
Tourbillon), won the important Railway 
Stakes at the Curragh in Ireland. First 
money was worth £1,245.
